I). S. Gommlssioner-His Home 
in Newton Centre 

Bcnjnmin 11. Bradlcc, late United 
States commissioner, died Sunday at the 
age of 49 years at liis home, 91 Parker 
street. Xowton Centre. 

The funeral took place yesterday at 
12:30 at the church of the Good Shep¬ 
herd. Cortes street, Boston, and was at¬ 
tended by many former business acquain¬ 
tances and friends. Delegations were 
present frotn several masonic and other 
organizations of whicli he had long been 
a member. 

Commissioner Bradlce was a native of 
Boston. His father was David H. Brad- 
lee, adjutant of the 13th Mass. regt. in 
the civil war. The son was educated in 
tlte Brimmer grammar and English high 
schools. In 1S74 he entered the office of 
the clerk of the circuit court as a boy 
under Clerk John G. Stetson, now clerk 
of tile court of appeals. 

He continued in this office until 1890, 
when he went into the office of the Unit¬ 
ed States District Court, adjoining. Here 
lie st.ayed fop 15 months, re-entering 
under Clerk Trowbridge in September, 
1892. 

Here he has been ever since, gradually 
rising in position until he was appointed 
to the office which he held up to the 
time of his death. 

In 1903 he was appointed United 
States commissioner. The appointment 
was made by Judge Francis Lowell, and 
was approved by Acting Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral Henry M. Hoyt. 

Commissioner Bradlee was a member 
of the Masonic order, and for six years 
was a member of the Stale militia, re¬ 
signing when he married. He has a large 
number of friends in this city, particu¬ 
larly in Newton Centre. He is survived 
by a widow and one daughter. 


Give all a Fair Show 

The Pittsfield Eagle brings forward 
the right idea in a short editorial head¬ 
ed “.A crusade against Draper.’’ The 
Eagle announces that the publicity bcirtg 
given the Drapers and Hopcdalc at the 
present time is probably prompted by 
the misrepresentations of the Drapers 
and their shops by a number of articles 
that have appeared in a Boston newspa¬ 
per, the object of which was apparently 
to prejudice the future political chances 
of Lieutenant Governor Draper. One of 
the articles stales that employes in the 
Draper shops who get but $9 a week are 
obliged to pay the company ?3.75 a week 
for house rent, but this is absolutely 
without foundation. Only men who work 
at a trade and get from $2.50 a day up¬ 
wards are allowed to pay that sum for 
any of tlie company houses. It is further 
stated that employees of the Drapers 
have to buy coal and ice of the Draper 
concern, but this report also is without 
foundation. The Eagle declares that 
whatever may be the claims of the lieu¬ 
tenant governor for promotion to the 
governorship, it is no more than fair 
that the public be made acquainted with 
the exact social and business conditions 
at Hopcdalc, and all fair minded people 
will agree with the paper in this state¬ 
ment.—North Adams Herald.

Newton Says Amen 

No great progress in the extension of 
the electrification of the steam railroads 
is likely so long as the difficulty in rais¬ 
ing money continues. Successful systems 
of electrification have proved highly ex 
pcn.'ive; perhaps not too expensive in 
times of ordinary money conditions to 
reiurn interest on the investment in the 
areas of congested population and heavy 
traffic, since the power itself, once in 
stalled, is much cheaper than that of the, 
coal burning locomotive. The Newton j 
Circuit is in the most crying need of 
some improvement of any piece of rail¬ 
road about here, because the deep cuts 
ami frequent overhead bridges make a 
chasm wliicli becomes easily filled with 
'inoke and dust and gases. Something 
might be accomplished by coke-burning, 
but mucli more by electrification. The 
Circuit, with the opportunity for a pow¬ 
er station at Fancuil, with plenty of 
water for condensing and other purposes, 
and near enough to both branches of the 
line to supply the power current lends 
:tselt peculiarly well to electrification. | 
It should be the first to experience its 
lieiicfit, and the Railroad Commission 
night not to hesitate to apply the necs- 
'ary pressure to bring it to pass as soon 
as ihe experiments about New York af¬ 
ford a clear basis for aciion.—Boston 
Transcript.

BROWN AND WHITE BREAD. 

Familiar food In a new guise will sometimes tempt the appetite, and even 
»o simple on innovation ns bread baked in n different form is well worth the 
extra care. There are no expensive pons to buy, for the one-pound bakiug 
powder cans, which accumulate In every pnntrv, are just the right aiie. 

For the brown bread, use one even cup of corn meol, two heaping cups 
of rye meal measured before sifting, one level teaspoon of salt, one level ten. 
spoon of Bodn, one cup of molnsses'nnd one pint of hot water. Sift the meal 
tnen mix the salt and soda with It tliorougliiy by sifting again. Add the hot 
water to the molasses, stir well and pour into the mcnl. Bent until the mix¬ 
ture is n smooth batter, then turn into well greased baking powder cans, put 
covers on closely and steam two hours, being sure that the steamer or kettle 
is not moved for the first hour nt least, and timt the water doeis not stop 
boiling for n minute. 

For the white bread use your favorite rule, remembering that If the bread 
is mixed in the morning, using n whole yenst cake to one pint of liquid, the 
dough will be raised In about three hours. Knend -well and fill baking powder 
cans n little less than half full. Let the dough rise until the cans are nearly 
full then bake. Be careful thot the little loaves do not rise too much before 
going into the oven. Arrange alternate bro'wn and white slices on the bread 
plate.

There is no doubt of the popularity of 
the Gloucester daily and Sunday round 
trips by the staunch steel steamship Cape 
Ann, which leaves her berth at the. foot 
of the State street elevated stairs 
promptly at 10:15 every Sunday, and at 
10 sharp on weekdays. It is pretty safe 
to follow the crowd at that time of day, 
for the people are nearly all headed for 
the north side of Central wharf, there 
to take the steamer trip up along the 
celebrated "North Shore Route" to the 
quaintly picturesque city from which the 
largest fishing fleets hail. 

Taxes and Expenditure 

Mr. Editor: 

"About this time" as the .Mmanac 
says, look for complaints about the rate 
of taxation, guesses at the rate and con¬ 
gratulations that it has been kept at lust 
years figures, but hardly a hint that only 
by incrc.nsing the valuation lias it been 
kept within those figures. 

Why would it not be a good plan to 
try a new system of keeping down our 
taxes? Why not try economy in some of 
our city departments? 

If wc consider where or in what de¬ 
partment economy is to be used I shall 
assume that ail are well managed, but 
in wliich direction can we cut down our 
expenses? 

From the .\uditors Report for 1906 
the cost of our schools is $251,250.21 and 
where ctiuld tliere be any cutting of ex¬ 
pense that would seem justifiable. Cer¬ 
tainly not ill the list of salaries wliieh 
give lu the Superinleiulcnt :^40()0, the 
I lead master of the High School $3500. 
down to some teachers who receive only 
$200. Does that seem a large sum to pay 
for the education of our chihlreit and in 
a town where the expenses of living are 
very high? , , 


The Police and Fire Department seem 
somewhat expensive and the salaries of 
the officers are large for the duties they 
perform, more than a $1000 a year to 
the patrolmen, almost as much as a 2d 
Lieut in the regular army gets! 

The Water and Sewer Departments 
I cannot speak of—most of the expense 
in those departments is for interest on 
their construction; the service is good 
and of the first importance. 

In regard to State Aid and Military 
Aid as well as the appropriation for 
•Memorial Day I think there is question 
as to their propriety—especially for 
Memorial day, 

'rite next Department that takes so 
large an amount out of our taxes is the 
Highway Department. 

By the Auditor’s Report of 1906 the 
net debt for Highways etc., is put at 
$1,324,578,00; the greater part for 
Washington street widening and then 
the large expense for the Boulevard or 
Commonwealth avenue. Of course it is 
too late now to criticize the Washington 
street widening but it would have been 
wiser for the city to h.ave taken all the 
property and let the abutters find redress 
in the courts. 

.■\s for Commonwealth avenue, that is 
I a “while elephant" that in time may be 
I valuable and an ornament to the City, 
, but at present it is of more importance 
and value to the Newton & Boston St. 
Railsvay and owners of “motor cars" 
than to the taxpayers generally. 

Ihc street railway loo find it only of 
value during the few summer months 
and then to that large class who can ap¬ 
preciate “Norumbega Park." 

The “motor cars" arc mostly ridden 
by non residents, except tlic use that 
manufacturers make of it as a place to 
test the speed of their machines. 

Under these circumstances why not 
be content to let the avenue alone merely 
keeping it safe, pay the interest on its 
cost and tnist to time to bring a reward 
for tlic outlay upon it! 

But sec what is now being done to one 
portion of it, the part that by the city 
authorities is restricted to motor cars! 

That part of it from near Chestnut 
street West Newton to some distance 
beyond \\’ashingtoa street well toward 
Auburndale is being r-epaired at a large 
expense tor tlicir use it would seem. It 
is true that the “motor cars” have in¬ 
jured tlie roatl bed very much but it 
I was not unsafe or unfit for use and they 
! arc not cmiiled to any special consider 
j ation and they were restricted to that 
side of the road. Wliy not let things re¬ 
main as they were? Was there any dc- 
tnand from the poor lax pa>ers to Iiave 
the repairs, the work now being done, 
saddled upon them? 'I'lien too the work 
of repairs in part was or is stupidly, 
foolishly done. For a long distance the 
surface of the road is skimmed over with 
a thin coat of Portland Cement, which 
is all cracked up and broken into fine 
powder and makes a very disagreeable 
dust. If any thing was needed on the 
road way why could not the methods 
of the Metropolit.in Park Commission be 
followed—springling with tar or as the 
City of Boston treats Commonwealth 
and Beacon street?-not this expensive, 
iliis in part useless,—method be taken. 

By whose authority was the work un¬ 
dertaken? Was there any order of the 
city authorities, or was it the unauthor¬ 
ized act of our Highway or Street Com¬ 
missioner? The p.ipcrs speak of Street 
Commissioner Ross doing thus and so. 
When and what was the appropriation 
made and how large was it? 

I aannot help the feeling that in our 
Street or Highway Department there is 
rtiom for gre.Tt economy. Why should 
not the salary of the Commissioner be 
out down to an amount nearer to those 
of the heads of other departments Why 
dionld he have two horses and also a 
■‘motor car” Wliy should not the force 
that docs the work be cut down, and a 
jtop put to much work that belongs to 
the abutlor—and as winter is coming on 
all Sunday work except in emergencies 
be given up? Why is it necessary to clean 
the crossings where only an inch or so

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


The first regular session of the board 
of aldermen after the summer vacation 
took place Monday e\'cning. President 
Carter was in the chair and Aldermen 
Paeon. Bosson, Bowen, Cnl>ot, Condrin, 
Converse, Day, Doherty, Holmes, Jones, 
Lyons. Palmer, Stone, Ihulervvood, 
\\‘cston and White were present. 

Hc.arings were held as follows:— On 
petition of D. S. Parnham to remove a 
tree on Ikacon st and 4 trees on Lake 
avenue: E. W. Converse to remove a 
tree on Lombard st., C. A. Eitzgcrald to 
remove a tree at 1355 Washington st., 
of Davis & Trudo to locate a steam 
boiler at 244 Church st.. of the Telephone 
Co for attachments on Melrose st., for 
attachments on Winter st., for attach¬ 
ments on Ripley st., for attachments on 
Pine Ridge road, of the Gas Light Co 
for aitachments on Ward st.. Fuller st., 
Kalianton st., for underground conduits 
in Beacon st and for pole locations in 
Brookline, Dedham and \^■almu sts, and 
at wliich no one appeared. 

The hearing on petition of the Tel¬ 
ephone Co for pole locations on Fair- 
view st was on motion of Alderman 
^\’o^ton postponed until Sept. 23. A 
written remonstrance from G. E. Bar- 
rows was filed at the licaring on petit¬ 
ion of the same Company to put poles 
in Glenwood avenue. At the hearing on 
pciiiton of the Gas Co. for poles on 
Fuller st, Mr. G. Howard Frost appear¬ 
ed in favor of six poles but opposed the 
eleven poles as requested. 

The hearing on petition of the Aub- 
ttrndale Improvement Society for the 
purchase of about 52.000 feet of land on 
Grove and Central sts for park purpos¬ 
es was well attended about 25 prominent 
residents of that village being present. 

Mr. George M. Fiske said: “The 
City of Newton, as we all know, has a 
most enviable reputation in a great 
many respects. It is sometimes called the 
Garden City, and well deserves its name. 
Our drinking water is of the purest, our 
streets are the very best that can be 
built, the Newton Boulevard, so called, 
is known far and near as one of the 
most beautiful avenues in this part of 
;the country, our schools arc of the high¬ 
est grade, and as a whole the City of 
"Newton is a most desirable place of res¬ 
idence. The city government has been 
liberal in appropriations of money for 
public improvements in the direct-''- - * 
playgrounds and parks as well as 
streets, and this is one of the things that 
has made Newton the beautiful city that 
it is today. This policy was adopted a 
good*many years ago. As an illustration, 
I might speak of Newton Centre. Those 
•of us who have lived in the city twenty- 
five or thirty years can remember the 
time when Newton Centre was ju.st 
about as dead as Chelsea, there was 
nothing doing there, no movement in 
real estate, on one coming in there to 
live, and it was thought that it was 
aslewp. but the people of Newton Centre 
began to wake up. They took their coats 
off and rolled up their sleeves and went 
to work to get things that would im¬ 
prove Newton Centre. One of the first 
things that was accomplished was the 
Circuit Road. They were not the only 
ones in this enterprise, but they did 
much towards pushing it. Tliey organ¬ 
ized their improvement society. They 
came down here to the city government 
and said. “Gentlemen, there Is a tract of 
land in the middle of our village that 
we want to get for public park purposes, 
and if you will appropriate ten tliousand 
dollars we will put our hands in our 
pockets and give ten thousand and buy 
this land for the City.” And it was done. 
And this same thing lias been done in 
other parts of the City and it is very 
much to the benefit of the City. Now 
we have come down here from Auburn- 
dale with a single proposition. There is 
a tract of land right in the centre of <*ur 
vilkige, adjoining our railroad station, 
and the Auburndale railroad station is 
one of the most beautiful in the City, 
the grounds were laid out by Mr. 01m- 
stcad. This piece of land must be sold 
to settle an estate, without any restric¬ 
tions whatever, and wc feel it will be 
very much for the benefit not only of 
the people of .Auburndale but to the city 
in general to save that piece of land. It 
can be bought for $6000 and we are 
ready to pay one half of that sum. It is 
assessed for $8000 and we sincerely hope 
you can see it in the light we see it and 
that you will be willing to make this ap¬ 
propriation. 

One argument that ward 4 has al¬ 
ready a large area of park lands, larger 
than any other ward may be true, but 
tliere is an explanation. We have in 
Auburndale in the first place the Aub¬ 
urndale park on the river. At the time 
that was purchased the citizens of .Aub¬ 
urndale contributed one half the pur¬ 
chase price. The City api)ropriated $3735 
and wc raised a like amount. .At that 
lime the Metropolitan Lark as an im¬ 
provement in this locality was not 
thought of. F'rom Waltham to Upper 
1 ‘alls there was not one foot of the 
River bank which was open to the pub¬ 
lic excepting a Utile narrow passageway 
eight or ten fed. which ran from Is¬ 
lington street to the river. I think the 
’.trongest argument before the city gov- 
enunem at that lime was the fact tliat 
tlte people of Newton had no place •• 
gon on to the River on e-iiher .^ide. On 
the opposite side a large tract of land 
had been purchasetl by a rich man and 
a wire fence was run along •>'- 
and nobody could land there and the 


.'supposition was that before many yc.ars 
the land along the River would all be 
purchased and the public wouhl be pre- 
venied from approaching the River and 
! the strongest argument for that pur- 
cha.ie of land was that it was for the 
benefit of tlic whole city of Newton. 

There was another large tract of land 
purchased at Lower Falls, in Ward 4 
but not .Anbumdale. This tract of land 
between Concord street and the Rieo*- 
was purcha.scd, not at the solicitation of 
the people of .Auburndale nor of the 
people of Ward 4. hut at the request of 
Mr. Hubbard of Weston to take that 
land at a very low valuation, and it «•- 
brought directly to the City Government 
and the purchase was made. 

Outside of these two parks there is Is¬ 
lington Park, which has not cost the 
city anything. 

The Lower Falls Park cost $4752 and 
the .Auburndale Park off Islington street 
cost the City $3735 and that is all (he 
City has paid for parks in Ward 4. 

The Wolcott Park of something over 
half an acre has cost the City nothing. 
It was presented to the City by Mr. C. 
C. Burr and put in shape. I own the land 
adjoining this. For several years it was 
entirely neglected, and at my own ex¬ 
pense I ploughed it, seeded it, put it in 
shape and took care of it for several 
years until the City finally took it up. 

Then there is the Charles Wolcott 
Burr Park which was donated to the 
City by Miss Lucy Burr, there is .60 
an acre of land, which has cost the City 
nothing at all. 

Wc feel wc arc justified in coming 
down here witli this proposition and wc 
hope you will see it as we do. I h"" 
heard rumors that wc might get $2000 
ami while it might seem that half a 
loaf is better than no bread, it is not 
quits so in this case, as it is not an easy 
proposition to raise $3000 in .Auburn¬ 
dale and if we had to raise $4000 the 
plan might drop entirely. 

Mr. .A. C. Farley: E\*er since I have 
known .Aitburnd.ale T have known that 
this particular lot of land \vas looked 
upon as a serious menace to the future 
of the City. Fully twenty years ago a 
number attempted to form an organiza¬ 
tion to carry out a method of coming in¬ 
to possession of that land in view of city 
ownership. They were well prepared to 
do it but they found the owner absolute¬ 
ly unapproachable. The figure he placed 
upon the land was something we could 
not consider for a minute and that very 
fact relieved the minds of the citizens 
of the Ward for some lime, for it was 
manifest that if he would not sell to his 
neighbors or to the City that there would 
be no buyers, and that has been the sal¬ 
vation of the ward up to date. Two 
deaths in regard to the ownership of this 
land have brought it suddenly on the 
market and in a very different form. 
The immediate owner is not only agree¬ 
able but kind in disposition, from the 
fact that wc can now secure it at a price 
below what the City places upon the 
land. With that in view we have felt 
that it was wise for us to be as prompt 
as wc may, and therefore almost at a 
minute's notice we have scenred a re¬ 
fusal of the land, putting up a forfeit 
in case the City does not secure it. 
What miglit become of the land in case 
is reverts back to the owner is suggc-sted 
by what took place when it w’as secured 
by the Improvement Society. An auc¬ 
tion was announced in the afternoon 
at which this land was to be sold. 
.Among those who came to the auction 
with expectations of buying and building 
on it was one who proposed to buy that 
land for the purpose of a Horists bus¬ 
iness. The location with reference to the 
Ward, situated on three of our mo** 
prominent streets, and immediately ad¬ 
jacent to our station, with a briilgc 
wliich everybody who passes ♦i'—■— 
.Auburndale other tlian by the Boile- 
vard lias to cross immediately overhang¬ 
ing it, it would have given a black eye 
to Auburndale if it hail passed to such 
a use. Not that the people of .Auburn¬ 
dale have any disrespect for that par¬ 
ticular kind of business, but like every 
other kind of business there are places 
where it should not be, .All the business 
of .Auburndale is done and will be done 
on the northerly side of the street, .Aub¬ 
urn ^trcet, it would mean financial bank¬ 
ruptcy to anybody to bring business to 
the south side of .Auburn street, but 
stores like the common run of fruit 
stores might loca'c here. The lot is un¬ 
fortunately a little too close to the rail¬ 
road station for first class residenti;*' 
purposes. Most anybody would like to 
be a little further from a railroad sta¬ 
tion. Now the utility oi that land as a 
piece of city property is diversified, 
There are three ways in which it could 
1 >e used, it can be ornamented as a park. 
It can be cut across by a street from the 
corner of .Auburn and Grove str^^'*' 
making a new access to the station, 
which would be a great convenience to 
the people who now have to go around 
it, or the two could be combined so it 
could be used as a playground. 

The two lots of land that have been 
spoken of as public property in Ihe 
Ward are both on the river bank, aiiJ 
neither of them have any particular ac¬ 
count attached to them and netcr w 11 
have. One of them is two miles away 
from oiir village and should no* be 
counted in it. The second wa' bouglu 
for a very differtnt purpote and wouM 
be of great utility at the present moment 
for its origiii.'d purpose had not the 
M-iropol-;.n System «nme forw:ird 
.\ith the vcr\-. same idea, so that it I-* 
Pl.t as c'G’ picuouo ns u was once for 
river bank purposes. The little lot of 


land on Islington Park is the only one 
that could be used for plaN'groiind pur¬ 
poses and that is a matter of three quar¬ 
ters of a mite from the center of the vil¬ 
lage and very ftir from all the residents, 
and this is the only one that can be used 
for playground pnrpofcs. If you 
would climb up on the bridge and 
look down on this lot of land and imag¬ 
ine it instead of an open tract to be cov¬ 
ered with three or four glass conserva¬ 
tories, as it is now surrounded by nice 
residences, I think you would .sympa¬ 
thize with us. and agree that it should be 
owned by the City. 

Mr. R. L. Bridgman: llie point which 
has been assigned to me to cover in this 
petition is the point w'hicli relates to the 
nnikiiig of a beauty spot and the benefit 
it would be to the City as well as to the 
W'ard to have a place here of exception¬ 
al adornment. Mr. Fiske has set before 
you the temperament of the people which 
exists against its looking anything but a 
beauty spot, and now let me emphasize 
the fact of its central location. Here is 
something which will have an education¬ 
al effect upon the entire public and the 
people who will be educated by it arc 
much more numerous than those who 
have means of education of this sort in 
their possession already. If we have here 
a piece of land that is beautified by the 


locality* and by the wliole City it will 
have its effect upon the homes and lives 
of the people not only of Auburndale 
but al.«o of the people who come to see 
it. It r.ai 5 cs the character ami tone of 
ihe citizenship, it brings people into the 
village. At our hearing here last Spring 
wc had a concrete case, one of our citi¬ 
zens rose and .said he came to Auburn¬ 
dale a stranger, got off at the station and 


was so favorably Impressed by the pros¬ 
pect right there that he looked about the 
village and bought a house and Is one of 
our permanent residents today. Other 
people from outside seeking residences 
there will be likely to be drawn into the 
City and take up property. From the 
point of view of development, such a 
spot in the centre of the village is val-

Three young men had a very narrow 
escape from injury in a serious automo¬ 
bile accident shortly before midnight 
Tuesday night, on Commonwealth ave¬ 
nue near Prince street.

BEATEN m ROBBED 

SiDday Night Hold-up 
Id West Newtoo 

Daniel Hanley Victim nf Dane 
of Youths 

A gang of youths Sunday oight held 
up Daniel Hanley of River street in a 
field in West Newton and after severely 
beating him took his watch and money. 
The assailants arc believed to live cither 
in West Newton or Waltham. 

Hanley, who is about 23 years old, 
about 7:30 o'clock walked home from 
Waltham, where he is employed.

For some time there have been com¬ 
plaints that a gang of youths have fre¬ 
quently made trouble in the River-street 
district, but Sunday night's occurrance 
is he most serious yet reported. The po¬ 
lice are determined to round up the 
principal offenders and bring them into 
court.

H. I. B. Answered 

Tlic communication published in the 
last issue of the Graphic signed “H. I. 
B.“ is so full of misinformation, to 
state the matter charitably, that the true 
facts should be given equal publicity. H. 
I. B. questions the propriety of the ap¬ 
propriations for State and Military .\id 
and for Memorial Day. State and Mil¬ 
itary Aid are required by the laws of 
the Commonwealth and enable assistance 
to be rendered to old soldiers and their 
families in a special manner to avoid 
pauperization. All money expended for 
State Aid moreover is refunded to the 
city. The $500 appropriated for Memo¬ 
rial Day to enable the veterans to suita¬ 
bly observe one of the most tender and 
beautiful holidays of the year may be 
questioned by “H. I. B.” but I think is 
fully understood and approved hy the 
taxpayers of this city. 

“H. I. B.’s” suggestion that the cost 
of widening Washington street should 
have been greatly enlarged by taking all 
property and allowing the abuttors to 
receive court damages is not consistent 
with the general tone of his article of 
keeping taxes down. To have taken oth¬ 
er properties on the line of that expen¬ 
sive undertaking would have added 
something over $250,000 to the million 
.already incurred and the experience of 
the city in settling land damages by the 
jury system has proved far from eco¬ 
nomical. 

Commonwealth avenue is not a “white 
elephant*' as “H. I. B.” declares, but a 
valuable asset to the city and will be of 
incalcuabic benefit in the future. It has 
not only attracted many desirable resi¬ 
dents to Xewton. whose idea of the city 
was first obtained by a drive thru its 
winding beauties, but as a cold business 
proposition it is a source of consider¬ 
able income at tltc present time. Ihe 
city is charged S41B40 annually for 
sinking fund and interest on the half 
million loan incurred for this enterprise. 
A careful computation was made some 
years ago by one of the Assistant As- 
?e>sor? to obtain the amount of in¬ 
crease in valuations along the line of 
the avenue, due to its construction. The 
increased valuations at the then current 
tax rate returned more than $50,000 an¬ 
nually to the city treasury, showing that 
the avenue is a most profitable invest- 
men:. 

While “H. 1. B." i.* opposed to the use 
of the avenue by automobiles, most sen¬ 
sible people realize that the automobile 
is here to stay, that it will be a factor 
in the transportation of the future and 
lliat tirades against it will not stop its 
adoption as a means of transit. He also 
ffpposes repairs on the avenue made 
necessary by constant use, criticizes the 
methods of repairing adopted by the 
Street Commissioner and intimates that 
the work is being done without proper 
authority. 

The repairing of the avenue was a 
necessity as it had nearly reached the 
point where the city would be liable for 
damages caused by accidents due to de¬ 
fect.';. This fact was thoroly understood 
by the city government of last year and 
an item of $ 10 . 00(1 was included in the 
figure.H for 1907 as approved by the 
board of aldermen. The present board of 
aldermen has autliori/.ed the Street de¬ 
partment from lime to time to expend 
this money and .-o far as I can see the 
work has been duly authorized by the 
proper city officials. Tlie methods of re¬ 
pairing adopted by Commissioner Ross 
may be proper subjects of criticism, but 
not on the ground of economy. The 
problem of providing a road surface 
which shall .•^tand the test of automobile 
iraffie has not yet been solved. It is still 
in the experimental stage. Mr. Ross h')s 
recognized that fact and ha- attempted 
le* obtain this experience at the least cost 
to the city. .A six inch coal of macadam, 
whicli under ordinary circumstances 
would have been laid down on Common¬ 
wealth avenue co'is over 50 cents a 
rijiiare yard. The cement roa*l bed which 
•'ll, I. H.” so »cverely criticizes c"^tr the 
city 7 1-3 cents a ojuare \ard and*l)ul 
Id.iKii,' '^juare yard? have been laid. A 
portion of the Tarvia pavenuni was put 
dowii ibi,- .nunmer at a cost of 11,15 
c«-iu> a yar<I. wbib otlicr purtion.i winch 
require resurfacing will co>t about 35c 
a yard, while the oiling ineihoi! i.-; done 
by coniracl at 6 cent? a yard. These fig¬ 
ure' ?how that CoimniS'ioner Ri>ss can¬ 


not be accused of extravagance and that 
autoinobilo road beds arc not as costly 
as "H. I. U." would liave one believe. 

.Again ”11. I. H." criticizes the Street 
Commissioner’s .«alar\ and complaitis 
that he is allowed “two hor.^cs and a mo¬ 
tor c.'ir.’’ As a matter of fact the street 
tU’parmient has two automobiles and otic 
carriage for the u.sc of its Commission¬ 
er and the City lAiymastcr. It may not 
have occurred to “II. I. H.“ that where 
Iiigh salaries are paid it is good policy 
for the cit\- to gi\*e its officials the best 
and most rapid means of transportation 
m order to obtain as mnch service as 
po.ssiblc for the salary paid. That is the 
> icw taken hy the city government how¬ 
ever and one which I believe is shared 
by the tax pajers generally. As to the 
amount of salary paid the Street Com- 
mi.ssioncr the following work with tlic 
money appropriated for CAch class will 
give the best itlca of the range of his du¬ 
ties. Maintenance of streets, $60,(X>0: 
work on dniins, $26,5(X); sidewalks, 
$13,0(X>: street watering. $17.(XK): exter¬ 
minating moths. $14.0(X): care of stables. 
$8,000: removal of snow, $7.(XX): care of 
parks. $5.(XK): sewer maintenance, $11,- 
500: sewer construction. $25.000: work 
on grade crossings $31.(XX): care of 
street llglits $52,500; removal of ashes, 
$15,000: and other less important 
matters involving a total expendi¬ 
ture of nearly $300,000. and for the 
proper use of which and the responsibil¬ 
ity entailed, the city pays $3750. or less 
than one and one half percent. While 
comparisons are always odious, it is In¬ 
teresting to know that our neighboring 
cities pay for the same character of 
work about as follows: 

Cambridge pays $55(X) for three offi¬ 
cials and places its street lights in charge 
of the cuy electrician. Somerville pays 
$5.900 ami the city engineer takes care 
of the sewers and parks besides his other 
duties at a salary of $3,(X)0 in addition 
to the above. AValtliam pays $1700 and 
the city engineer at $2000 has charge of 
the sewer w*ork. Brookline pays $3000 
for its street superintendent, has its 
parks and ashes looked after by unpaid 
commissions, wdth foremen in actual 
charge of the work, and has its street 
lights in charge of its Supc. of Wires. 

The criticism regarding removal of 
snow is 50 trivial as to be hardly worth 
reply and yet we believe that our citi¬ 
zens generally are not aware that the 
work of the snow plows in this city at 
every snow storm, would, if done in a 
straight line reach from here to Phila¬ 
delphia. With over 20(A miles of streets, 
mostly with double sidewalks, the de¬ 
partment cannot wait for “an inch of 
.snow" to fall before it begins its la¬ 
bors. 

On In^’cstigation “H. I. B." will find 
that the “extravagant and needless ac¬ 
tivity” of the head of the Street depart¬ 
ment is the result of years of study of 
the demands and actual necessities of 
our own tax payers and has the approval 
of the many excellent business men who 
have honored the city as chief executives 
and members of its city government dur¬ 
ing the past fifteen years. I personally 
believe the results obtained arc highly 
gratifying to the great majority of tax' 
payers of the city. i

George I. Goodwin Dead 

Mr. George Jehabod Goodwin died at 
his home in Xewton, Monday morning, 
September nintli.

LOW WATER 

Not Responsible for Sickness 

In view of the alarm which has been 
caused by the continued low water in 
the Charles river wc have interviewed 
several physicians in .Auburiidatc, Lower 
and Upper Falls and are pleased to re¬ 
port that these gentlemen do not at¬ 
tribute the present increase of sickness 
to that cause. One physician said that 
the river ’had been lower this season 
than for several years and that ihc oder 
was unpleasant, but he thought the in¬ 
crease ill bowel troubles during the past 
few w’ecks w’as more on account of the 
recent drought and weather conditions 
than to any other cause. He added the 
comforting opiinon that the old malarial 
day.o, of which wc once heard so much 
were gone forever ami that there wa.s 
hut link* malaria nowadays in Newton. 
While the low* water might cause a mi¬ 
asmatic condition which would tend 
towards general debility he did not have 
a case at the present lime which he could 
trace to the river. .Another doctor, who 
has just returned from a vacation con¬ 
firmed the statement that there was con¬ 
siderably less malaria than usual and al¬ 
so thought the climatic conditions re¬ 
sponsible for whatever sickness was now 
prevalent.

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The Great Tragedy of His Life 

Francis Murphy was born in Ireland, 
April 2A, 1836, and came to this country 
when sixteen years of age. Addicted to 
the fatal drink habit, and violent when 
intemperate, he was constantly in the 
grip of the law for some overt act. When 
proprietor of a small hotel in Portland, 
Me., he was placed on trial for his life 
on the charge of killing a man by push¬ 
ing him downstairs. The case was hard ' 
fought on both sides, and the jury- re- | 
turned the verdict of "not guilty of mur- i 
dcr, but guilty of manslaughter.” When | 
brought into the court to be sentenced | 
Murphy made his first public speech. He | 
told the story of his life with such elo- ; 
quence that there were few dry eyes in 
the court-room when he was finished. 
He was given the remarkably light sen¬ 
tence of two months. 

He went from jail to the Allen Mis¬ 
sion in Portland, where he made an im¬ 
passioned temperance speech. It was 
from this little start that he became one 
of the greatest temperance orators of the 
world, and traveled the country over 
telling the story of his life. In 1^1 and 
J882 he made a triumphal tour of 
Great Britain, his work in the temper¬ 
ance cause being endorsed by Queen 
Victoria, Gladstone, Cardinal Manning 
and other distinguished persons. Over 
900,000 people sigt>ed the temperance 
pledge there. 

"It was in 1870 that I had my awak¬ 
ening—that I was born again, blessed 
be Ciod. God helping me, I have stood 
true to my pledge all these years, 
though before this time I had gone to 
the extreme of poverty, wretchedness 
and suffering. The miracle of it all to 
me is that God enabled me, an ignorant 
young Irishman, with no education or 
training, to stand up and tell my story 
so that people would listen to it”.—This 
was the story he often told. 

Big, white-haired and ruddy-faced, 
Mr. Murphy was an admirable specimen 
of a reformed man. A magnetism in his 
make-up irresistibly drew men to him, es¬ 
pecially those who had had similar ex¬ 
periences to his own. He was a great 
personal friend of President McKinley 
and also of Reed and Blaine. He married 
Elizabeth J. Ginn of \ew York. He 
served In the Union Army during the 
Civil War. 

Few are the men of his generation 
who have achieved so much in helping 
men to reform from the slavish habit of 
intoxicating drink. All honor to his 
memory. Grief for him will be world¬ 
wide, deep and personal. 


State Prohibition for Georgia 

July 30th, the Lower House of the 
Gwrgia General Assembly passed a State 
Prohibition Law by a vote of 139 to 39 
—100 majority for Prohibition. The bill 
had already passed the Georgia State 
Senate on July 13th by a vote of 34 to 
8—26 majority. 

••Ml day long the Capitol grounds and 
corridors were thronged with \Voman’.s 
Christian Temperance Union women. As 
soou as the final vote was taken the 
great crowd burst into “Praise God 
from whom all blessings flow.” Enthu¬ 
siastic men lifted to their shoulders Sea¬ 
born Wright, the Prohibition leader in 
the lower hou.se and marched through 
the Capitol singing "Gloria in E.xcelsis.” 
Several large distilleries will be closed 
and also breweries. The Anti-Saloon 
League and the W. C. T. U. of this state 
have pressed an aggressive campaign 
for months lor State Prohibition and 
have finally been successful. 

The far rencliing influence of this ac¬ 
tion by the </corgi:i Legislature is hard 
to estimate. It will give a tremendons 
impetus for State Prohibition in ail the 
Southern Siate.s especially in those 
states where there are left hut few re¬ 
maining License Counties, such as Ten¬ 
nessee, Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, 
Kentucky, North and South Carolina.

"The Ledger” of Murray, Ky., 
makes no claim to sanctification, but 
when a saloon-keeper tells Us that a $6 
advi-rti.-enient in the "Ledger” has sold 
for him wi^rih of whiskey, it 

makes us feel tliat we have been in a 
small measure resjjon-ible for the dam¬ 
age done and we pn.ini^-e to .sin no 
more.”

unble. It is done by the public and it 
draws out tlie interest of the people who 
liave contributed. The motto of the 
Auburndale Improvement Society is to 
get for the village what will encourage 
a better public spirit. It is in the line of 
public development. The state and other 
cities are setting apart similar parks for 
the public benefit. The State has its res¬ 
ervations in all parts, which are for the 
general benefit of the State as a whole 
as well as of benefit to each particular 
locality. We make the point that this 
will be for the benefit of the city as a 
whole just as it is for the benefit of the 
State as a whole to have its Crcylock 
and Blue Hill Resem-ations, its Nantas- 
ket Beach and Revere Beach Reserva¬ 
tions. It is in the line of the public pol¬ 
icy of the State and of other Iniprove- 
nient Societies. And too public srciuimcnt 
in our city nnd in other cities and in the 
State supports this policy. As far as I 
know I have not heard any criticism of 
taking of pieces of land for public pur- 
II,.-k,-. I hclievc the public sentiment of 
the people will support an appropriation 
of $3000 which we ask in order to enable 
us to procure this for Auburndale and 
for the City as a whole.

Commendation for Lieut. Gov 
Draper 

The words of commendation that are 
being handed out to Lieut. Gov. Draper 
were not unlocked for by those who 
have been associated with him in years 
past. For a number of years, Mr. Draper 
has been first and foremost in about 
even’ undertaking of a public character. 
His services at the head of the Volun 
teerAid .Association, during the Spanish 
War, displayed the real character of the 
man. His incessant work in raising 
funds, purchasing and fitting up a hos¬ 
pital ship to care for the Massachusetts 
soldiers, and the relief work at Montauk 
will never be forgotten by the unfortu¬ 
nate sufferers who received the best care 
and attention that money could afford.

Mr. Draper's foresight that the hospital 
ship ivas disposed of at the close of the 
war. and the money that was received 
has been used to care for those who were 
afflicted permanently, and their depend¬ 
ants.

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WAYS OFJORCHASE 

State Control of the 
Boston & Albany 

Commonwealtli has two Meth¬ 
ods Available 

The question of stale purchase of the 
Boston and Albany railroad is interest¬ 
ing many daily patrons of the road liv¬ 
ing in tile Newtons. 

The failure of the lessee company 
properly or tolerably to manage the 
property and growing evidence of its 
weariness with the bargain, again forces 
this question upon the connnonwealtirs 
attention. Modified to the degree of ad¬ 
mitting state purchase with lease for 
comparatively slwrt periods of time to 
a competent operating company the 
question becomes one worthy of practi¬ 
cal con.<idcration. 

This is not a radical proposition for 
the state of Massachusetts, says the Fra¬ 
mingham Tribune. The commonwealth 
has consistently held the position from 
the beginning that railroads are essen¬ 
tially public agencies exercised by pri¬ 
vate corporations in trust, as it wer*, 
for the public. This is c.spccially shown 
by the fact that the commonwealth has 
kept the way wide open for public own¬ 
ership of its railroads. 

The law provides two alternative 
methods of state purchase of any rail¬ 
road property. The first is as follows; 

The commonwealth may, at any time 
during the continuance of the charter of 
a railroad corporation after the expira¬ 
tion of twenty years from the opening 
•of its road for use, purchase of the cor¬ 
poration its road and all its franchise, 
property, rights and privileges by pay¬ 
ing therefor such amount as will reim¬ 
burse to it the amount of capital paid in, 
with a net profit thereon of ten per cent, 
a year from the time of the payment 
thereof by the stockholders to the time 
of the purchase. 

Many more than twenty years have 
expired since the consolidation of the 
connecting lines from Boston to Albany 
into the Boston and Albany corporation; 
and this method therefore becomes avail¬ 
able. 

What would the property cost if ac¬ 
quired in this manner? The consolid.a- 
tion goes back practically to 1867. The 
present capital stock is $25,000,000 par 
value, which would be the base figure 
upon which to reckon. The stock capi¬ 
tal has remained at that figure since and 
including 1892. a period of sixteen years. 
The stockholders have received eight per 
cent, throughout, leaving two per cent, 
per year, of $8,000,000, to be added to 
the izS.OOOJXO. From 1874 to 1891 inclu¬ 
sive, a period of eighteen years, the 
stock capita! was $20,000,000. During 
fifteen of these years eight per cent, was 
paid, leaving two per cent, per year, or 
$6,000,000 in all to be added further in 
making up the purchase price. In 1876, 
nine per cent, dividends were paid, leav¬ 
ing one per cent, on $20,000,000, or 
$200,000, to be added to the purchase 
price. During the other and earlier 
years of the life of the Boston and .W- 
banv corporation ten per cent, was paid 
—on the $20,000,000 of stock after 1873 
as well as on the smaller stock capital 
before then, leaving nothing to be made 
good by the state on the score of divi¬ 
dends. - - ‘ 1. 

.•\dding to the base price of $25,000,000 
the sums of $8,000,000, $6,000,000 and 
$200,000 noted above, we have a total of 
$39,2O0,tKtO, or approximately $40,000,000 
as the price by which the slate could 
legally acquire possession of the prop¬ 
erty and franchises, subject to the exist¬ 
ing bonded debt of some $8,500,000. 
Thus in round figures i)»e property and 
franchise?, free of all incumbrances, 
would cost the slate by this method of 
valuation say $50,000,000—a ven- gener¬ 
ous figure, since no allowance has been 
made for the income from $5,500,000 in 
New York Central 3 1-2 per cent, bonds 
received by the Boston and Albany com¬ 
pany for certain detached property of 
tile corporation at the time of the lease. 

The second method of purchase is as 
follows: 

The commonwealth may, at am* tinv 
after one year's notice in writing to a 
railroad corporation, take and possess 
its road, franchise and other 
and shall pay therefor such compensa¬ 
tion as may be awarded ’ tb-" . 
missioners, who shall be appointed by 
the supreme judicial court, who shall be 
sworn to apjiraise ilie same ju«tlv and 
fairly, and who shall esiimaie and de¬ 
termine all damages sustained by it by 
such taking. 

Evidently such an appraisal may in¬ 
clude franchise valut as well as the val¬ 
ue of the physical jjroperiy. In that case' 
tlu- valuation of the -lock ownership 
would approximate the market value of 
the slock. This has been as high as above 
$25iJ per share since tlie lease, but has 
lately been under $220. 

At the latter rate the road would 
cosi $55.I)CI0.(XX). plus the debt of $8,500- 
000, or $63,500,(X)0, free of incumbrance, 
to be compareil with the $50,000,000 or 
less iuvolvcil in the purchase by the 
other method. While tlie stale has this 
cheaper method at its disposal it will be 
generally agreed that no effort should 


be made to drive a hard bargain with 
stockholders who have invested their 
money in good faith and been permitted 
by the state for many years to receive 
handsome returns upon its more or less 
assurance that this .situation might con¬ 
tinue indefinitely. Dm the possession by 
the state of a cheaper method of pur- 
ch.asc .should incltnc the stock owner¬ 
ship to a liberal disposition and a price 
not over $60,000,000 might possibly be 
agreed upon. 

I Assuming that to be the price, the 
state, even in these times of higher pri¬ 
ces for capital, could probably make tlie 
purchase with an equal amount of its 
3 1-2 per cent lionds, which would in¬ 
volve an interest charge of $2,100,000 
yearly. But the property is now earning 
a net income above all other charges, 
outside of the bond interest and stock 
dividends, of some $2,500,000. And it 
will admit of little question that this 
might be improved upon by a progress¬ 
ive, efficient and liberally economical 
management, whicli the property docs 
not now have. Hence the easy possibil¬ 
ity of Icn.Aing the road on state account 
for a rental equal to the total interest 
charge on the purchase debt, together 
with a substantial sinking fund pa>*nient 
to the state. 

This is a suggestion which might 
seem to be worthy of consideration ov¬ 
er the commonwealth. 


More and Better Ice Demanded

subscribers who daily take ice from the 
carts that supply Newtonville, and near¬ 
by patrons with ice cut at Crystal ktke 
(so called) noticed the general dirtiness 
of same?

Even the 
men distributing it do not seem to know 
just how it gets there. It cannot come 
from the bed of the pond, for while 
freezing it distils itself and frees it from 
debris.

Now as 
the Newton Board of Health is quite 
gentle and the people have read of noth¬ 
ing in your paper of their finding out 
any unhcalthiness in 1906-7 ice crop, it 
naturally follows that the visible dirt in 
the ice is of good report and drink, and 
fit for the sick and the strong and well. 
So let us say nothing and drink to the 
prosperity of the icc firm that collect its 
bills from the gentle and lady like cus¬ 
tomers. As I have dear Editor, so can 
the Newtonians take a piece of the ice 
itself, find the small and larger black 
specks and dig them out ( a mite diffi¬ 
cult) and then chew them between teeth 
and palate, and readily and easily one i 
can detect the grit and burnt coal taste 
(a harmless test) most evidently, prov¬ 
ing that the great number of railroad 
engines skirting the so called Crystal 
, lake, belch forth enough coal dust into 
the air as to find its way onto the ice 
while freezing is going on, getting im¬ 
bedded in the frozen water as the grit 
sinks, lower and lower into the ice body. 
This is a personal discovery and I defy 
the B'd Health to disprove it. And I 
dont say ’tis bad drink—but I do dislike 
to add to my wine, lemonade or old 
spirits and feel that I wish I were in 
some Boston Hotel, quaffing pure arti¬ 
ficial ice and thereby avoiding burnt soft 
coal slag. Now just as long as ice cus¬ 
tomers will drink the stuff and be 
pleased just so long will they find a pur¬ 
veyor singly or doubly. Let us suppose 
that Crystal Lake is in need of thor¬ 
ough scraping and cleansing. Happy 
ihouglit! How soon will highly intellec¬ 
tual, wealthy and handsome, “The New- 
I tons” agitate for and subscribe to a 
I Manuf.TCluring Artificial Ice Company 
I that will distill truly its own aqua, and 
' rival many a small and unrich city now 
gaining headway alt over the States? 
j Will some of your friends Mr. Editor 
' help in this matter and give opinions in 
'your valuable family newspaper? Some¬ 
how 1 fear (my fate) that the coming 
: winter of 1907 and 8 is to be a mild af¬ 
fair as to freezing, and Newton (all) 

I don’t want to become victims of icc 
I kings. Her people have tc-'^ted the 
j thumb-screws of the Coal-Barons. Let 
us freeze our own ice demanding purity 
j and honest deal.

The primaries next Tuesday will at¬ 
tract slight attention from the Republi¬ 
cans of this city, as there .^rc no contests 
except in ward six over the delegates to 
the district attorney convention. The 
delegation headed by Mr. Lowell is di¬ 
vided. three favoring Mr. Higgins and 
two in favor of Mr. Scott. The Harwood 
delegation arc understood to be favora¬ 
ble to Mr. Johnson. We arc indeed sorry 
that the entire Newton delegation can¬ 
not unite in favor of the Newton candi¬ 
date, Mr. Scott. The effect of unanimity 
in a convention as large as this one is to 
be. is considerable and the promis¬ 
ing out look for Mr. Scott thruout the 
district would be increased by such ac¬ 
tion. Personal preferences of individual 
members of the city committee are said 
to be responsible for the loss of a few 
votes in the Newton delegation, from 
the Scott column. 


The smoke nuisance inflicted upon the 
residents of the north side of the city 
by locomotives is growing worse in¬ 
stead of better. While the railroad com¬ 
mission has requested the B. & A. man¬ 
agement to be extremely careful in stok¬ 
ing its engines thru the depression, it is 
evident that no attention is given the 
matter. One engine was noticed the 
•other evening belching up enormous 
tjuantities of sparks, rivalling the dis¬ 
play of fireworks on Boston Common. 
Some sparks remained aglow on the 
bridges for several minutes after the 
train had passed. The danger of fire 
from this source is considerable besides 
the annoyance and dirt from the cinders 
nnd soot. 


The fact that some 73 judges have au¬ 
thority to send persons to the Foxboro 
Institution about wl:ich so much has been 
seen in the daily papers of late, leads to 
the query, as to how many of these ju¬ 
dicial officers actually know the condi¬ 
tions existing at the various state insti¬ 
tutions to which culprits are sentenced. 
Would it not be a wholesome plan to in¬ 
augurate a field day at each of the penal 
institutions and invite the various police 
judges to learn something about Fox¬ 
boro, Bridgewater and other places in 
the police curriculum. 


While Newton residents have only a 
slight interest in the hearing before the 
railroad commission yesterday on the 
poor service given by the Boston & Al¬ 
bany railroad on its tliru trains, the facts 
brought out in evidence, only add to the 
prevailing opinion in this city that a 
cliange in management should be de¬ 
manded. We trust the r.ailroad commis- 
>ion will bring about an improvement, 
before tlie weather conditions ot the 
winter enlarge the range of poor excus¬ 
es hitherto offered by Mr. Van Ellen. 


Residents of .\ulnirndale made out a 
good case last week at the aldermanic 
licaring on the question of purcliasing 
land adjoining the railroad station for 
park and nublic purposes. The fact that 
Auburndnle "ocs down into its pockets 
f'T S3.0iX). one* half the entire cost, 
shows that the Improvement Society in 
that village is a live organization.

"H. I. U.” thinks that Mr. Brimble- 
com overlooks the point that he tried to 
make that to cut down expenses is the 
best w.ay to reduce taxes—that is ex¬ 
penses that arc unnecessary, and the 
value in sentiment or the propriety of 
spending $500 of money ruised by tax¬ 
ation for "Memorial Day." What 
would have been the cost to the city of 
iiaving the widening of Washington St 
decided in court by a jury and what the 
ultimate value to the city of Common-! 
wealth Ave. are mere mallBrs of individ¬ 
ual opinion. 

H. I. B. has no doubt about Common¬ 
wealth .Avc being in time a valuable, 
handsome street, only that at present it 
is of doubtful propriety to spend money 
upon it which merely makes it a more 
agreeable speeding ground for “motor 
cars.” “H . I. B." has no prejudice 
against “motor cars,” in fact he enjoys 
riding in them and thinks as docs Mr. 
Brimblecom that they have come to stay, 
but that docs not justify giving them any 
better roads than those of us who have 
no “motor car” have to use. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact they arc considered appar¬ 
ently by onr Highway Commissioner en¬ 
titled to better roads than can be given 
to other means of travel, and “H. I. 
B.” cannot see why the taxpayers of 
Newton should pay for Mr. Ross’s ex¬ 
periments, and why should the waste of 
money in skimming over ten thousand 
square yards with cement that would 
crumble to pieces with the first using of 
it be so lightly considered by Mr.

The community has seldom been so 
bitterly distressed as by the cable news, 
received last week, of the pathetic death 
of Evelyn Lord Baker at York, England, 
on the eve of her return home with her 
father, Dr, David E. Baker, with whom 
she had !)een making a summer tour of 
the British Isles.

She had emi¬ 
nent social gifts. Fler power of quick 
and keen perception, her happy buoyant 
and keen perception, her happy buoyant 
spirits, her fine sense of humor, added 
to her rare grace and ease of manner 
and expression, made her a coveted 
companion. Her loyalty to her friends 
was but a sign of that deeper worth 
whicli made her friends very loyal to 
her. Beneath the charm of manner 
dwelt a pure aiul beamiful nature, in 
wliicli the true, noble woman was being 
born. She loved the beautiful, and rev¬ 
eled in tlic many glorious scenes that a 
summer in the British Isles brings to 
one. 

In 19ff3 she united with the Central 
Congregational church, to which she has 
been loyal, and where she has been ac¬ 
tive. During the last pathetic weeks of 
her illness away from home, she showed 
a courage, a cheer and a serenity worthy 
of a soldier of the faith. Slie was 
thoughtful to the last of her f.Tlher, and 
sent the word to Newtonville: “Tell 
them I love everybody.” In the hours of 
suffering she captured the hearts of her 
nurses till tlicy felt her going to be a! 
poignant grief. 

^\'e say of older ones: They have done 
their work. \Ve surely can not say less 
of such a life as this, which in these 
liricf years has given so much of charm , 
and cheer and gentleness to the world; 
and which in these trying weeks showed*

Union Service of Holy Name 
Society 

.\ stirring sermon was delivered by 
Very Rev. Charles McKenna, O. P., of 
the Dominican fathers, in a iri-annual 
solemn vesper service held Sunday eve¬ 
ning in the church of the Sacred Heart, 
Newton Centre. Over 1200 persons, most 
of them members of the Holy Name so¬ 
ciety living in the various Newtons, at¬ 
tended the impressive service. 

"The Holy Name society enriclies the 
church," said Rev. Fr. .McKenna. "Its 
work lias been great in Asia, Europe 
and .America. It is not a political organ¬ 
ization, it is not conducted for financial 
benefit, but tile love of God and the clc- 
vaiion of fcllowmen is the corner stone 
of the society. It enriches the church." 

Rev. Fr. .McKenna declared that tlie 
Holy Name society is the oldest Cath¬ 
olic society in the world and also the 
oldest society of lay men in existence, 
He tol<l of the founding of the society- 
in 1274 by Gregory X, when the Uonii- 
nican fathers were called upon to go 
fortit and preach devotion to the name 
of God. He urged the members to be 
loyal to tlie society. He declarc<I tliat if 
iliey are brave and loyal lo C)lri^t and 
true 10 the Holy Name society they will 
'iirely Ijc rewarded. 

Fr. McKenna asserted iliat there are 
^<jcieties whose members are plctlged to 
do all in tlieir power to destroy ibe 
Catholic chureli. He said, liowever, that 
the principal enemies of the church can 
be cla>se«l nmler three distinctive heads. 
"The drunkard and the impure man are 
great enemies, but the greatest crime 
man can commit against the church is 
blasphemy.” 


"Where,” he asked, "is the pleasure 
to the man who insults God?” 

The sermon held the close attention 
of the congregation, which filled the 
magnificent edifice. The service was an 
impressive one. Rev. Dennis 9- Wholey, 
pastor of the Sacred Heart church, 
was celebrant; Rev. James F. 
Kelley, assistant pastor of the church 
of Our Lady. Newton, was deacon; and 
Rev. Frederick .A. Allchin, assistant 
pastor of St. Mary’s church, Newton 
Upper Falls, sub deacon, and Rev. 
James F. Haney, assistant pastor of the 
Sacred Heart church, was master of 
ceremonies. 

Once every three years the members 
of the Holy Name society throughout 
the city attend solemn vespers in the 
Sacred Heart church. Last Sunday eve¬ 
ning special electrics conveyed them to 
and from Newton Centre. Forming on 
Center street near Beacon the members 
marched in twos into the edifice. 

A Novel Idea 

Several years ago, the manager and 
largest stockholder of one of the largest 
manufaciuriiig establishments of its 
kind in this country became impressed 
with the difference in capacity for work 
between those of his hands who fre¬ 
quented saloons and those who did not. 
He instituted a searching inquiry. He 
was presently convinced that the work¬ 
man who visited saloons, even though 
he drank a Htlle, was worth to the con¬ 
cern at least a dollar less per week than 
the man who avoided saloons. T he loss 
might not be a deliberate neglect. It 
might take a hundred different forms— 
forgetfulness, carelessness, nervousness, 
etc. 

.After some thought this’managcr con¬ 
cluded to try an experiment. Whenever 
a new man came for employment he had 
the applicant sent to his private office. 
Suppose the regular wages were twelv 
dollars a week. The manager would say; 
“I am paying for such work as you pro¬ 
pose to do twelve dollars a week to men 
who do not go to saloons. To those wiio 
do go to these places the pay is eleven 
dollars a week. On what basis do you 
prefer to work?” 

The applicant, who has heard someone 
say that this is a free country, some¬ 
times gets irritated. He replies that 
whether he goes to a saloon or not is his 
own affair—that no one has n right to 
interfere with his personal liberty, and 
so forth. To which the manager answers 
that he does not wish to interfere with 
the personal liberty of anyone. Neither 
does he propose to permit anyone to in¬ 
terfere with his liberty to pay men only 
what they earn. He lias learned that a 
man who visits drinking places docs not 
earn as much as he who keeps away 
from them. Therefore the former is not 
entitled to as much pay as the latter. 
"Now,” concludes the manager, "it is 
for you to say whether you will receive 
the twelve or the eleven dollars for 
your week's wage. For myself I would 
prefer to have yon work on the twelve- 
dollar-a-weck basis.” 

By this time the applicant has become 
thoughtful. He thinks of that big, extra 
dollar. He wonders whether the pleas¬ 
ure of loafing around a saloon two or 
three evenings a week is worth that dol¬ 
lar. If he has a home he probably thinkj 
of that. He asks himself if it would not 
be worth another dollar to (he home if 
he. the head of it, spent his evenings 
witli his wife and children. Returning to 
himself again lie asks him.’^clf wliat good 
the saloon ever did him. Did it not rath¬ 
er harm him in cvcr>* way? It took his 
nickels and gave him stale beer that 
deadeiicrl his better life. The manager is 
patient. Tn a few minutes the applicant 
looks up and .says, in a decided tone: 
"Put me down for tlie twelve dollars a 
week.” 

This work has now been going on for 
several years, and the establishment is 
prospering. Tt is building up a basis of 
sobriety. The manager finds himself 
growing into real fellowship with his 
men. Some of them arc foreigners who 
ihouglit they conl<l not get along with¬ 
out their beer. They often speak to the 
manager of their better state of health 
and their increasing joy in their homes 
since they adopted this plan.

The distilleries that have made the 
stale famous have not been running full 
time thi.s year and many of the once val¬ 
uable plants liave been abandoned and 
arc rotting down.

man st. 

At the hearing on petition of the Tel¬ 
ephone Co. to place poles in Fairview 
5t, remonstrance was made by Mr. Her¬ 
bert M, Bacon and Mr. Joseph W. Ba¬ 
con who said that the residents on that 
street were now supplied with telephones 
and there was no need for poles.

Police Paragraphs 

By submitting a definition of “bon¬ 
fire” from a standard dictionary, Josit- 
ua G. Coburn, convinced Judge Kennedy 
that he was not guilty of building a bon¬ 
fire on his promises, 99 Washington st, 
in violation of a city ordinance, when 
arraigned in the police court, Monday 
morning. 

The complaint was made by Sydney 
R. Smith, a neighbor, and it was alleged 
that tlie smoke from the fire was waftcr 
by the breeze into Smith’s house. Mr. 
Coburn said: "I have lived in Newton 
17 years and have been in the custom of 
burning leaves and twigs on my own 
premises. I want to find out if I have 
a right to use my land for my own ben¬ 
efit, comfort and thrift.” 

"You know there is a difference be¬ 
tween the city and the country,” said 
Judge Kennedy, "but after looking up 
the definition of ‘bonfire’ I must find you 
not guilty under this statute. The dic¬ 
tionary says that a bonfire is for the 
purpose of celebration or pleasure. I 
would say, however, that it would be 
much cheaper and better for you if you 
refrain from making fires on your own 
premises to the alleged annoyance of 
your neighbors. 

"I understand I have been summoned 
here as a criminal,” said venerable Mr. 
Coburn. 

"The court has found you not guilty,” 
said Clerk Sprague. 

“But the judge found me not guilty 
while I was on the witness stand,” re¬ 
plied Mr. Cobum. "I have a great deal 
more I would like to say. I have some 
witnesses besides.” 

"The most that could be done for you 
would be to find you not guilty,” replied 
Judge Kennedy. "We could do no more 
if we heard this case two more days.” 

"But I do not want my name to go 
on the court records as being in here as 
a criminal,” declared Mr. Coburn in a 
trembling voice. 

After it was explained that a record 
of not guilty would be no reflection upon 
his character and that there were other 
cases on the list that must be tried, Mr. 
Coburn finally retired from the stand.

them, or should they become broken or 
fall off, and he be required to take time 
to get another pair and to put them on, 
for e«ch second of time he was so oc¬ 
cupied his train would be running at a 
high speed and it might pass signals or 
obstructions which the failure on lus 
pan to notice might be fatal; and be¬ 
cause of this particular fact the company 
felt impelled, in the interest of safety 
only, to take the position it did take. 

The very same arguments, so far as 
speed, signals and obstructions are con¬ 
cerned apply to the man whose vision is 
unreliable by reason of the action of al¬ 
cohol uj)on tlie nerves.

At the regular meeting of the School I 
committee Wednesday evening, the es-1 
timated expenses for 1908 were consid-' 
ered and sent to the board of aldermen, 
The items are as follows; Salaries. 
$228,450: Incidentals. $21,000: Fuel. $17- 
000: Water, $1,700: conveyance of pu¬ 
pils. $2,100: evening schools, $3,000: 
special furnishings, $1,000: vacation 
schools $1,550: special increase in salar¬ 
ies, $13,650 and $10,000 for furnishing 
the new buildings now being constructed 
a total of $299,490 an increase of about 
Ml .000 over the budget of 1907. The 
Committee ilecided to stand the entire 
expense of the vacation schools instead 
of having part of the cost defrayed by 
the ladies as heretofore. The item of 
$13,^ special increase in salaries is to 
provide for about a ten per cent increase 
of all teachers. 

The superintendent reported a total 
enrollment of 6503. an increase of 44 
over last year. He also stated informally 
that the medical inspection showed con¬ 
siderable adnoid growths in the pupils. 

The superintendent was authorized to 
close the schools during the conference 
of the Middlesex school teachers if he 
saw fit. and he was also authorized to 
arrange a six months leave of absence 
witli Headmaster E. C, Adams of the 
High school, who shall provide a substi¬ 
tute.
